To frolic in real snow 


Commission defers action on 
Jameson estate controversy 


After hearing testimony from the developer 
and a number of area residents, the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission once again deferred action on 
the controversial Jameson estate development, con¬ 
tinuing the public hearing until February to allow 
further refinement of the development plan. 

Ralph Rittenhouse, representing Suburban 
Land Developers, presented a modified plan that he 
felt responded to many of the concerns presented at 
the November hearing. The new plan contained no 
changes in the density of the development, but did 
depict a substantial rerouting of the proposed street, 
a revision that received prai.se from members of the 
commission and from several residents. 

The new street layout would run north from 
Highland Ave., generally along the western boundary 
of the development and then curve, ending in a 
cul-de-sac, without reaching Grand View Ave. 

The previous plan had been criticized by several 
commissioners and residents because the street had 
been proposed to run along the eastern boundary, 
directly adjacent to rear yards along Grove St., 
through to Grand View . Traffic problems on Grand 
View were cited by several residents last month in 
their criticism of the concept of a through street. 

However, traffic flow was not the only con¬ 
cern addressed at Thursday night’s meeting. Phyllis 
Chapman, representing the Sierra Madre Historical 
Society, was one of several who voiced concern 
about the historical nature of the site and what 
might be done to preserve it. Citing three homes 
on the property that she felt are of historical sig¬ 
nificance, she asked, “What guarantee would we 
have that they would be preserved?” 

She indicated that one of the houses, the

Insurance for 
‘shake-ups’ 

Under the National Flood Insurance 
Program, the city of Sierra Madre has just 
been designated a city with a flood bound¬ 
ary map that shows the flood plane 
hazards, according to City Administrator 
Jim McRea. 

“Anyone in the city has access to 
flood insurance whether or not he or she 
is in the district. The flood hazard area 
zone is basically the canyon area, above 
the debris basins. But the insurance is 
available to everyone,” he told The News. 

A single family home can now get 
insurance up to $185,000 and its con¬ 
tents up to $60,000. That is dramatically 
higher than $35,000 and $10,000, res¬ 
pectively, previous coverage available. 

Flood coverage 
now available 

Beginning Jan. 1, AB 2865, a new law, 
will require insurance companies to offer 
coverage for loss or damage caused by 
earthquakes to all residential property in¬ 
surance policyholders. 

The legislation has two objectives: 
to promote awareness of earthquake in¬ 
surance among residential property own¬ 
ers and tenants by requiring insurance 
companies to offer that coverage, and to 
make clear that loss caused by or result¬ 
ing from an earthquake shall be compen¬ 
sable by insurance coverage only when 
earthquake protection is provided through 
a policy provision or endorsement spe¬ 
cifically covering earthquake loss. 

Stated succinctly, if your home¬ 
owner’s or tenant’s insurance policy does 
not specifically cover earthquake loss, 
you would ndt be covered for losses or 
damage resulting from an earthquake. 

Only about 5% of all Californians 
carry earthquake insurance. AB 2865 may 
change this statistic.

Acid rain is increasingly destroying man¬ 
kind’s environment, degrading his creations 
and possibly undermining his health. Acid rain 
occurs in Southern California and has re¬ 
cently been measured in Sierra Madre. 

Composed of sulfuric or nitric acid, acid 
rain is formed from oxidized sulfates or nitrates 
generated by sources of man-made pollution. 
Upon contact with water vapor, these gases 
undergo a chemical transformation in the at¬ 
mosphere to nitric or sulfuric acid. Although 
many of the gaseous particles settle to the 
ground in dry form, the majority, especially 
that portion which comes in contact with water 
vapor, can be transported hundreds or even 
thousands of miles by weather systems, finally 
to fall as acid rain. 

The effects of acid rain include the eli¬ 
mination of fish from lakes and streams, a 
reduction of soil fertility and forest growth, 
deterioration of buildings, especially historical 
structures, the corrosion of automobile sur¬ 
faces, and the leaching of lead and copper 
from pipes carrying drinking water, which 
represents a danger to human health. 

The damage to architectural structures in 
the U.S. alone was estimated by the Pres¬ 
ident’s Council of Environmental Quality in 
1979 to be $2 billion annually. The U.S. 
and other industrialized countries are only 
beginning to pay for their failure to curb 
fossil fuel pollution. 

Here in California, published data we have 
seen, gives the acidity of rain as corr'*spond- 
ing to a pH of 4.5 to 5.5 On the pH 
scale which ranges from 0 to 14, each decrease 
of one corresponds to a 10-fold increase in 
acidity. A value of seven is neutral, while a 
value of 5.6 represents normal rainfall. 

According to a publication available from 
the Canadian Embassy, the California Institute 
of Technology reported in the fall of 1979 
that readings in the Pasadena area had dropped 
from pH 7 to pH 4.4 over about a 30-year 
period. 

Our own measurements of rain in Sierra 
Madre were made this last November and De-

cember with pH paper provided by the Sierra 
Club. The November measurements showed a 
surprisingly low value of 4.0 - 4.2, a value 
typical of acid rain in the northeastern U.S., 
the most severely-affected area of the country. 

The measurement was repeated two weeks 
ago, giving a pH value of approximately 4.8, 
still quite acid but much improved over No¬ 
vember. 

Why the difference? A check of the me¬ 
teorological records has shown that the two 
November storms passed through the north on 
their way to Sierra Madre, while the Decem¬ 
ber storm originated offshore. The November 
storms clearly picked up additional pollution 
from industrial areas to the north, most likely 
northern or central California and deposited it 
here.

Peterson opens 
exercise facility 
January 2 


A transplanted Michi¬ 
ganite is starting the new 
year right — she’s open¬ 
ing up a new business in 
Sierra Madre next week, 
Jan. 2. 

“Mature women my

This weekend is an opportunity really to get to 
know the girls, form close friendships and to ob¬ 
serve how they get along and who exhibits leader¬ 
ship. When the group returns on Sunday after¬ 
noon, committee members hold a meeting right then 
and make their choice for the Queen. 

A complete wardrobe with matching shoes and 
purses is received by each girl and is hers to keep. 
The committee selected this wardrobe last summer at 
one .store so that it could be ordered in time for 
the fall season. The matter of sizes, particularly 
shoes, is a real guessing game but solved with 
alterations or some fast air deliveries from another 
store. When the girls arrive at the store to re¬ 
ceive this wardrobe, they absolutely think it is 
Christmas time. The wardrobe is then letter-coded 
on their schedule so the girls know which outfit 
is worn to which event. 

This year’s ball gown, worn on the parade 
float, at the ball and Bob Hope’s Chri.stmas Show, 
has just one shoulder covered. Certainly a radical,, 
choice, but one-shoulder gowns are high fashion 
this year and these gowns are truly lovely. 

The girls are instructed in makeup, carrying 
bouquets, talking with people, and other amenities 
to help with their public appearances so it adds 
much to their education. Some are having their 
hair done professionally for the first time. 

When Lee lococca was named as this year’s 
grand marshal, he was in Pasadena on a very tight 
time schedule and could not be here when the choice 
of Queen would be announced. In order to have a 


photograph of him with the Queen, each girl 
in the court quickly donned the Queen’s white 
ball gown and crown and with hastily placed pins 
to make that gown fit each one, was then piiotog- 
raphed with lacocca, all taking place within 45 
minutes. But later when one of these would be¬ 
come Queen they could publish her photo with the 
grand marshal. 

Both Penny and Vera agree that being part of 
this committee activity is a wonderful experience. 
They have become close with these special girls 
and their families and now consider them as their 
own extended families. 

Queen Kristina, by the way, was for a long time 
known as Donny’s little sister, as her 22-year-old 
brother is student body president at Berkeley. No 
longer is that true. She has come into her own and 
is only referred to now as “the Queen.” 

Both Johnson, a 22-year T of R member, 
and Delgatto, a 15-year veteran, have served on 
other committees over the years. But they both 
appreciate this opportunity to share their Tour¬ 
nament activity with their wives. 

The theme of this years, parade is “The 
Spirit of America.” In addition to Johnson and 
Delgatto and their wives, there are a number of 
Sierra Madre men who are active members of Pa¬ 
sadena’s T of R. And, of course, there is our 
own very hard-working Rose Float Association. 
How very well all these dedicated people are 
carrying out what this parade theme is all about.
